OTTAWA, July 21.—The long ros- 


ter of Jegislation beneficial to labor in| 


Canada has been due almost entirely 
to Liberal governments. R. H. Cobb, 
assistant giand chief engineer of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
has drawn up a list of the accom- 
plishments of Libera] governments on 
behalf of labor generally and , artic- 
ularly those applicable to railwaymen. 

It must be borne in mind, according 
to Mr. Cobb, that many labor and so- 
cial matters are reserved under the 
B.N.A. Act for provincial action, in- 
cluding factory ins} ection, regulation 
of hours and wages, workmen's com- 
pensation, mothers’ allowances, indus- 
trial disputes and so forth. The Fed- 
eral government could therefore only 
legislate outside these matters. 

King Had Experience 

No previous prime minister has had 
Mackenzie King’s experience in labor 
matters, He was the first deputy 
minister of labor and the first cabinet 
minister to hold labor as a distinct

AN UNHEEDED WARNING 


Fishery officials complain that fish 
are being killed in the Saskatchewan 
river by used crank-case oil from motor 
cars that is allowed to drain into the 
sewers. It is in order to recall that a 
year or so ago the city of Ottawa had 
an epidemic of sewer explosions. Ex: 
perts who investigated the cause attri- 
buted these explosions to oil draining 
into the conduits from garages, and 
warnings were sent out by the Dominion 
authorities to all cities in Canada to 
see that this practice was not permitted. 

Apparent!y Edmonton did not heed 
the warning, or the regulations in ac- 
cord with it have not been strictly en- 
forced. There are now two reasons for 
putting an end to the practice; one that 
the sewers are liable to blow up, the 
other that fish are being killed by the 
pollution of the river water. It may be 
added that, as oil and water do not 
mix, this pollution cannot be good for 
the health of people living along the 
river below the city. If there is any 
way of turning this waste oil to account, 
that should be done. In any case, it 
must be kept out of the sewers. 


RESTRICTION A-PLENTY 


If Canadians can get rich by isolat- 
ing themselves from other countries 
and trading among themselves they 
should be rolling in wealth and luxury 
at the present time. There has not for 
several years been a time when the rest 
of the world was so willing that we

should enjoy exclusively the blessings 
of the home market. Europe does not 
want our wheat; the foreign demand for 


our lumber has taken a slump; the 
Oshawa factories are not shipping 


trainloads of automobiles to oversea 
buyers; we are hedged about by trade 
restriction; but nobody seems to be 
claiming that the country is more pros- 
perous than it was when we were ship- 
ping products abroad in unprecedented 
quantities. 

Mr. Bennett says what we need is 
some more restriction. He would sup- 
plement the trade-killing effects of the 
world-wide depression by abrogating a 
score of trade treaties, withdrawing the 
British preference, and barricading the 
borders still more effectively against 
foreign commerce. As a plan for keep- 
ing our wheat and other products there 
is no doubt that that would be an effec- 
tive policy. But what the people of 
Canadaewant just now is a chance to 
sel] products, not to hold them, and it is 
increasingly probable that they will say 
so by their votes on the 28th. This mo: 
seem peculiar to Mr. Bennett, but Cana- 
dians are not gluttons for punishment 
in the way of stagnation. 


PREYING ON THE UNEMPLOYED 


Premier King asked at Regina why 
it was thet no official request had come 
to the Dominion Government from the 
provincial governments of British 
Columbia and Saskatchewan for as- 
sistance in dealing with the unemploy- 
ment situation. As the governments of 
those two provinces have seen fit to 
inject their influence into a Dominion 
election contest, the inquiry is entirely 
in order. 

And the reply is obvious. These 
two governments have not formally 
asked for help for the unemployed be- 
cause they know they would get it. If 
they asked for federal help and got it 
they could no longer capitalize the mis- 
fortunes of unemployed men and tell 
them that if they wanted jobs they 
would have to vote against the candi- 
dates of the King government. Unless 
they have grossly exaggerated the 
amount of unemployment that exists 
in those provinces, the governments of 
Saskatchewan and British Columbia 
have been keeping men out of work in 
hope that they could coerce or cajole 
them into voting for Conservative 


candidates for the House of Commons. 


Pilloried in this direct way in their 


own capital city, the Saskatchewan 
ministers have realized that pretence 
will no longer serve their ends and that 


their 


game of deception has been played 


out. On Thursday they announced that 
were mating the necessary formal 
applieatin to tawa for assistance, 
of course will get, and could 

have hed long ago if they had wanted it. 
But what Mr. King said in Regina

was no more than he has been saving 
on western platforms for the last 
month. In now asking for help the 
gentlemen at Regina admit that they 
want help, that they knew where they 
could get help, and that they knew how 
to get it. Admitting that, they convict 
themselves of having deliberately re- 
fused to make the necessary application 
until they had been exposed as traf- 
ficking in subterfuge and exploiting the 
unfortunate for political purposes. 

As the jig is up and the humbu 
exposed, the Tolmie Government o 
British Columbia will no doubt now 
follow the lead of their Saskatchewan 
confederates, and make formal applica- 
tion for federal help-—which they will 
get as a matter of course. But neither at 
Regina nor at Victoria would there have 
been a move to ask for Dominion assist- 
ance if Premier King had not driven the 
conspirators into the open and thrown 
in their faces a direct challenge that 
they either ask for Dominion help or 
stop pretending that they wanted it.

FRESH AND DRIED APRICOTS 

The apricot is a little earlier on the market than the peach and may 
now be found in most markets throughout North America. 

The fresh apricot is an excellent seasonal fruit, but is more perish- 
able than some of the other summer fruits. Most of the commercial crop 
is raised in California and since the fruit does per- 
ish so easily the bulk of it is either dried or canned 
before being shipped. 

If you cannot find the fresn apricots in your 
market you should at least learn to use the apricot 
in its dried form. 

As much as 65 per cent of the apricot crop is 
dried. You will find that these dried apricots make 
2 wholesome food if prepared properly. They should 
be well washed and soaked overnight in enough 
water to cover them. They should then be cooked in 


the same water for as long as possible in order to 


bring out the sweet, palatable flavor, palatable flavor. No sugar should be 
added, as the slow cooking will bring out the fruit sugar which will make 
them taste more delicious than if commercial white sugar is used. 

If you can obtain the dried fruit which has not been prepared with 


sulphur you will find it a great deal + 


more desirable in every way. The 
ordinary dried fruits are treated with 
sulphur and some of the sulphur 
elements getierally are left in the 
food. I find this tends to cause 
flatulence in the same way as it is 
caused by the sulphur in onions and 
gariic.

5 ys should be eaten alone 
or with such protein foods as nuts, 
cheese, or milk. If they are used in 
this way, the skins may be eaten, if 
well washed. 

The apricot shares the excellencies 
of the fruit family; it gives mineral 
elements and vitamins; affords bulk: 
is a cooling summer food, may be 
classed as a mild laxative, and pos- 
sesses the natural frutd sugar. 

More than three million cases of 
apricots were packed in 1928-29 
showing how popular this food is 
for a canned fruit dessert. The can- 
ned apricots are put up in a thick 
syrup and those with impaired di- 
gestions will find that the com- 
bination of canned apricots 
any form of starch food is likely to 
cause fermentation. For this reason 
apricot pie. made from the canned 
fruit, ts not wholesome.

cream flavor, if mashed, strained 
and combined with cream and a lit- 
tle honey, and frozen. 

Apricot fluff, or whip, is made by 
mashing the fruit, straining and 
then mixing the pulp with the whites 
of eggs which have been beaten very 
lightly.

Darwin's first glimpse of 
evolution was a fiash, but his close 
absorption in the details of struc- 
ture and function of living things 
provided the data for the “Origin 
of Species.” 

It seems to me undesirable in 
this, e* in any related mental en- 
dowment, to confine attention to 
the highest and thus the rarest ex- 
amples, though we can learn much 
from them. We learn that in gtn- 
eral genius is precocious; that it is 
apt to run in families; that it hes 
relations to eccentricity and in- 
sanity; that certain racts are fav- 

} cored in producing great men; that 
it is dominantly a male character- 
istic, and recent knowledge hes 
added that most geniuses had ex- 
ceptionally high I. Q's, All these 
and related findings are objective 

The conclusion seems established 
that genius is an hereditary trait; 
you have it or you haven't, a touch 
of it or a cupful, and you can work 
your head off and come no nearer 
to producing anything remotely 
suggestive of genius, unless you 
have the right kind of head. 

Genius is originality. but by no 
means is all originality of that 
order, It implies an individual re- 
action; convention and conformity 
is unfavorable, but you are not a 
genius for being different; you may 
be a fool. On the whole the in- 
spiration theory, properly modified, 
has the best of the argument. But 
by that is meant not a sitting down 
and waiting for the light to shine, 
but a persistent and constant striv- 
ing to keep one’s best powers 
active 

That's the perspiration end of the 
story. And as most of us are not 
geniuses, that is wherein they and 
we have & common condition. 
one-tenth of one per cent geniuses 
must still find in the work of the 
wofld, which we call a job, the in-

Sticky, gummy, syrupy or tough Jelly 
bespeaks lack of knowledge in the es 
sentials of Jelly making, 

There are four necessary ingredl 
/ents for jelly and these nvust be used 
in correct proportions, The ingredi- 
ents are fruit juice, fruit acid, sugar 
and pectin, Although pectin is the | 
important fellying material, the pres- | 
ence of frult acid is also essential, | 
| Some fruits contain both these sub- 
stances in goodly amounts and make 
excellent jelly naturally. Other fruits 
| are lacking in one or the other and 
the efficiency must be suplied from 
some other source, such as another 
fruit-julce or extracted pectin 

Some fruits which are deficient in 
pectin when fully ripe will jelly nat- 
jurally if used when slightly under- 
}ripe, All fruits are richest in pectin 
just before they are fully ripe, so if} 
}the fruit used is half under-ripe and 
|the other half sufficiently ripe to give 
good color and flavor, the finest jelly 
| cari be made. The fruits that make |

STRENGTH OF POSITION. 


Returning again to the Accounts, 
tnay I say that we devote special at- 
tention to the values given in the 
Balance Sheet, and I feel you may 
wish to be assured that we have met 
the difficulties of this past year with- 
out relaxing our standard.

all this in the belief that if we of 
the City of London desire to retain 
our trade, we must march with the 
times, and if we desire to increase 
our trade, we must make ready for 
it in advance. 

These things cannot be done 
without the expenditure of money, 
but, so far as we have gone, the 
results promise satisfactorily. Our 


business {is expanding in new direc- 
tions bringing revenue which helps 
to pay the current. expenses of the 
building, and this Sale Room is now 
occupied for about four months of
